Easter Seals: Where Hope Springs Eternal 
By Marilou Newell 

Out of tragedy blossomed an organization that 
has served millions since 1919 — Easter Seals. Most of us 
will be familiar with the organization's name, but many of 
us will not know how it originated. Enter Edgar Allen. 

In 1907, Allen was a wealthy self-made 
businessman whose son was killed by a streetcar in Elyria, 
Ohio. Inadequate medical services contributed to the 
boy's death. From his suffering, Allen drew inspiration. 
He sold his business and put his money into building a 
hospital to care for the citizens of Elyria. To his dismay, he 
also learned that children with disabilities were mainly 
hidden from view, receiving virtually no assistance that 
could improve their lives. By 1919, Allen had founded 
the National Society for Crippled Children, the very first 
organization of its kind. 

A campaign to raise funds for the Society in 1934 
included donors placing seals on envelopes and letters 
to demonstrate their support. The Easter lily was first 
used in 1952 on the seals to signify hope and new life, a 
hallmark of the Society. By 1967, the organization adopted 
the Easter lily as its official symbol. 

Today, more than 1.4 million men, women and 
children annually receive multUayered services provided

with assistive technology," Kaner said. "I want more 
people to be aware of the wonderful work Easter Seals 
does." 

Kirk Joslin, President and CEO of Easter Seals 
of Massachusetts, explained that adapted services are "a 
combination of outreach such as speech, occupational and 
rehabilitation services." These services allow persons with 
disabilities to receive training, therapy and equipment 
that improve their Hves and their abiUty to Uve in society. 

Joslin detailed that Easter Seals' assistive 
technology programs include equipment called 
augmentative communication devices. Augmentative and 
alternative communication, known as AAC, describes 
various methods of commimication that helps people 
who are imable to use verbal speech to commmiicate. 
Devices and tools can be low-, medium- or high-tech 
items. The high-tech systems include complex electronics 
and computer components with appUcations geared 
to the needs of the disabled person. Easter Seals of 
Massachusetts takes pride of place in this category with 
a premiere cutting-edge Assistive Technology program. 
Many recipients now lead full and productive lives, which 
otherwise would have been compromised had it not been 
for Easter Seals. 

"We go right into peoples' homes, places of work 
and schools, assessing their needs," Joslin said. Easter

and occupational therapists whose goal is to match the 
needs of a person with the technology available to bridge 
their functional gaps. Using a combination of computer 
programs, various types of keyboards, and other 
integrated digital equipment, people are talking, writing, 
and communicating and tliereby living more complete 
lives. 

Joslin went on to explain that Easter Seal staff 
liaisons with other local, state and federal program 
providers to bring services and adaptive equipment to 
the people in need. This multiagency approach results in 
the difference between living and just existing for many 
hundreds of people in Massachusetts. 

"Easter Seals worked with my mother to adapt 
her equipment and programs," Kaner said, "so she 
could keep on teaching French and Spanish." One can 
imagine how many lives Carol Kaner touched with her 
determination. It is now exemplified through her son's 
commitment. 

Today, Kaner is on a regional Easter Seals Board 
of Young Professionals. This group organizes such 
fundraising activities as softball, volleyball and basketball 
games hosted at local venues. 

"I love it," Kaner said. "If s a blast, and I get to 
see some of my buddies from ORR!" 

"You can take two roads," Carol Kaner said late 
in her life. "Be lazy, or get things going." She got things 
going, and so has her son Adam.

Officials Meet with Tabor Head of School

During the February blizzard, Marion Town 

Administrator Paul Dawson faced a big problem: fire, 
police, and other crews had been working for upward 
of 36 hours without food, and as conditions worsened to 
the point of near shutdown across the community, local 
restatuant options dwindled to zero. Then, he got an idea. 
He decided to call the recently-installed Head of School at 
Tabor Academy, John Quirk. 

"Since it's a boarding school, they had students 
to feed, and John had offered a couple of times to help 
in case anything came up during the storm," Dawson 
remembers. More than 75 percent of Tabor's nearly 500 
students Uve on campus. "So, I decided to take him up 
on it. I said, 'Here's my dilemma; is there anything you 
can do?' He told us to bring everybody over during the 
students' dinner hoiu- for a hot meal, and he opened up

the male and female locker rooms so that personnel could 
shower. It was just really good teamwork there." 

At last week's first official meet-and-greet 
between the Marion Board of Selectmen and the new 
Tabor Head of School, who started his tenure in July 2012, 
Dawson recalled this story as an example of "wide-open 
lines of communication," which emerged as the dominant 
theme of the session. 

"When in doubt, I want you to feel like you can 
pick up the phone any time," Quirk said. "My family 
moved to Marion for Tabor, but we also moved to Marion 
to be a part of the town. I hope residents will see in me an 
investment in that partnership." 

Chairman Stephen Gushing, Vice-Chairman 
John Henry and Clerk Jonathan Dickerson all expressed 
a desire for such meetings to take place on a recurring 
schedule. 

"This can't be done too often," said Henry, who is 
up for re-election in May. 

Dickerson agreed. "When you think of Tabor, 
you think of Marion, and when you think of Marion, you 
think of Tabor," he said. 

Officials referenced land-use litigation between 
Marion and Tabor as an example of a communications 
breakdown, which escalated in recent years when the 
school undertook construction on new athletic facilities 
even as the town denied zoning permits. 

A judge in Boston ruled in June 2012 that the

school overreached when trying to build certain features 
of the facilities without permits, but was otherwise not 
subject to site plan review for the new field itself. The 
case remains in land court, but Dawson said that the 
parties hope for amicable resolution in the near future, 
with Tabor already having agreed to fund an engineering 
study on the potential impact of the track's synthetic 
crumb-rubber surface on the Sippican Harbor.

2014 Budget Draft Discussed in Marion 

Marion Board of Selectmen

Alan Minard of the Marion Finance Committee 
presented a draft of the 2014 budget at the Board of 
Selectmen meeting on Tuesday evening. The proposed 
budget has a projected 2.46 percent increase over the 
existing budget. 

"This is pretty much a balanced budget, which 
is fairly flat from last year," Minard said. The Finance 
Committee will continue to work with the budget and 
present a final proposal within the coming weeks. 

A review of the proposed budget shows the 
addition of a town facilities position, which would fund 
an experienced individual who could keep ahead of 
maintenance issues with town-owned buildings. The 
Board, along with Town Administrator Paul Dawson, 
agreed that Marion has to anticipate capital needs before 
they arise. 

The 2013 fiscal year appropriation is $18,797,635. 
The 2014 fiscal year proposed appropriation is 
$19,260,256.

Pamela Marean, a grant writer Jiiied by the 

town in 2012, reported on the research and work she has 
completed during her tenure. 

Marean has addressed the majority of the 
boards in town, along with the library and other town 
departments, in a search to match needs with grants. 
Marean said that there are local, state and federal grants 
that arc available which Marion could seek for funding. 

A priority is a Geographical Information System 
digital mapping system, wJiich would benefit multiple 
town departments, including the emergency medical 
technicians, police and housing departments, assessors' 
office and the Iiistorical landmarking in town. 

"The purpose of my report is to show how I've 
spent my time," Marean said. A highlight of her success is 
a $1 million grant awarded by MassWorks. 

Selectman John Henry congratulated Marean on 
her success, and noted that she grew up in Marion. 

"Lef s give credit where credit is due," Henry 
said. "Former Selectman Roger Blanchette pushed us to 
hire a grant writer, and here we are." 

In other business, the Board approved a contract 
with Tata & Howard for engineering services for the 
preparation of specifications, bidding, and contract award 
services for the replacement of a roof at the Perry Hill 
Station in the amount of $12,500. Dawson noted that the 
funding was approved last year. 

The Board approved a $45,014.14 contract to 
Integration Partners of Lexington for a new phone system 
at the Town House. The new system will tie into the new 
system installed at the police station. 

"When we lost power, it really affected our ability 
to operate, and that's the time when people are really 
looking to us," Dawson said.

RABBIT DIET 

My pel rabbit is getting fat. I feed her pellets and occasional lettuce. 
An all pellet diet is not healtiiy for rabbits. It promotes obesity, over- 
grown teeth, diarrhea, and the formation of hairballs in the stomach. 

W7ifT( '^Iionlii I feed imi niM'it? 

Pet rabbits need high amounts vf fiber. This is best supplied by a diet 
of timothy hay or other grass hay. Avoid alfalfa as it has too much 
calcium and protein. The rabbit should be fed as much of this hay as 

she wants. 

What about lettuce? 

Romaine and other leaf lettuces are OK but iceburg lettuce has no 
nutritional value. Try feeding your rabbit other green vegetables 
such as brocolli. Start with a small piece then double the amount 
given on each subsequent day. This allows the bacteria in the rabbits 
intestiiw to acclimate to tiie new food. Overfeedii\g a new food can 
cause diarrhea and even death. 

Are there o0ter foods to avoid? 

Avoid starchy foods such as oats, cheerios, potatoes, and most oftier 
foods that we like. Stick with hay, vegetables that are slowly intro- 
duced and some pellets.

not responsible for disposing of broken trees and limbs 
from the recent snowstorm. He noted that biuning the 
debris and bringing it to the Mattapoisett landfill are two 
options that residents should explore. 

Selectmen Richard Nxmes spoke and said that 
he received a package of reports and invoices from the 
Old Rochester Regional School District on the repairs at 
Rochester Memorial School that were recently done.

creating a nonconforming lot at SOB. Chairman Tom 
Tucker expressed concern about the Board creating a 
nonconforming lot by allowing the easement as requested. 

"I think we need to consult our legal counsel," 
Tucker said. The Board agreed, and the request was tabled 
imtil the April 1 meeting, giving the Board sufficient time 
to prepare their response. 

Next, the Board engaged in an informal 
discussion with Rick Charon of Charon Associates 
representing Blue Wave Capital, LLC. The development 
company's website notes; "BlueWave Capital, LLC is a 
renewable energy project development and management 
company with a focus on solar photovoltaic development 
in New England, South Africa and the Caribbean." 

They proposed a solar installation at Tinkham 
Hill Road on property owned by the Mahoncy family 
that would cover approximately 22 acres. Construction of 
the photovoltaic array would require tree removal, land 
grading and other environmental changes, noted Charon. 
Such changes are within the scope of work allowed on 
such property without Planning Board oversight. Charon 
said that the developers would be going through local 
Zoning Board of Appeals requirements, as well as state 
guidelines that oversee alternative energy generation 
projects. 

Some discussion about increased water runoff 
once natural woodlands are modified took place. Charon 
said all of those issues and considerations would be

addressed, including the planting of new grasses. 

Board member Karen Field questioned Charon 
about who would benefit from the energy once it is 
produced and how it will help the town. Charon was not 
prepared to fully respond to this question. Regarding the 
users of the power, Charon said the arrangement is to be 
determined. 

Other issues raised by the Board included the 
town's responsibility to provide emergency response 
in case of a fire; the necessity, if any, for special fire 
suppression materials; and whether the power generation 
system would disrupt the peaceful envirormient which 
the abutters now enjoy. Charon responded that solar 
installations were innately resident-friendly projects 
not unlike overhead electrical power transmission and 
transformers presently used by the community. Access 
roads would allow fire trucks free movement around the 
site. 

Charon will next go before the Zoning Board of 
Appeals, which has jurisdiction over the project. Board 
member Ron Merlo was in favor of the project, and the 
general consensus of the Board was favorable. 

A final informal discussion involved the issue of 
a private roadway at the Appaloosa Lane development 
area. Brian Grady of GAF Engineering came before the 
Board to discuss the road in its current and future state 
plans. Also on hand was Barry Denham to share his 
expert insights. 

The road is currently a "mud hole. It doesn't 
work," Denham said. Unfortunately for the two 
residences originally built there, the absence of further 
development work over the years means that the road has 
languished and is now in total disrepair. 

Board member John Mathieu said that it is a 
private road and not the town's responsibility. He insisted 
that the developers be required to state in their contracts 
with new buyers that the road will not be public. 

"If the owner is going to fix it, let him fix it," 
Mathieu said. "The town isn't going to plow it or 
maintain it — it is a private road." 

Grady said it is the intent of the owner and 
developer to fix the road. Such repairs would make

the remaining lots more attractive to potential buyers. 
Denham said he needed to be kept informed as work 
progressed on the road to insure it met basic standards 
and would work well for the current and future residents. 

Merlo said that a letter would be drafted to the 
owner and developer mandating oversight of the road 
redesign and construction. The Board will prepare the 
letter stipulating various necessities clearly to Appaloosa's 
owner and developer. 

Minutes from previous meeting were approved, 
and Merlo wrapped up the evening by reminding the 
Board about the Open Space Committee meeting and 
public hearing on Wednesday, March 27.

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Recycling Facility Moves Forward 

Rochester Conservation Commission

A site review has been planned for April 2 on a 
properly owned by Shawmut Associates, LLC of 1245 
Cranberry Highway, on which construction of a recycling 
and processing facility for municipal solid waste and 
other materials is scheduled to take place. The plan is to 
expand the pre-existing structure, and the facility would 
be the first of its kind in Massachusetts, according to 
testimony at the Rochester Conservation Commission 
meeting on Tuesday night. 

The Commission also approved a request for 
a Certificate of Compliance for Steven Grenier on his 
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property at 57 Old Schoolhouse Road. The applicant 
submitted the request because he was issued an Order of 
Conditions for work that was done by the previous owner 
on the garage and breezeway in 2001. 

"We've been contacting that particular owner to 
let them know tJiat there was a lien on the property," said 
Laurell Farinon, the town's Conservation Agent. She said 
that she had visited the property and that "everything 
looked great." 

In other news. Commissioner John Teal's term has 
expired, but the Commission nominated him to return 
for another term, and he will serve another. Farinon said 
that she would send a letter to the Board of Selectmen 
announcing the decision. 

Finally, Rosemary Smith of the Commission 
added that the town of Rochester and the Commission 
could utilize a free workshop from the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society. According to Smith, the workshops 
discuss things like protecting water resources, saving 
money and promoting agriculture. She said that they liave 
assisted various towns with community preservation and 
open space plans. 

"It seems like if s a great asset that we could bring 
here," Smith said. "We could have it be an open town 
meeting, or we could inckrde other commissions. I'd like 
you guys to think about it and see if there are things you'd

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Septic Upgrade Discussed at Marion Con Com 

Marion Conservation Commission 
By Joan Hartnett-Bany 

An upgrade to a septic system at 128 Indian 
Cove Road was discussed at the Marion Conservation 
Commission meeting on Wednesday evening. The 
applicant was Aucoot Cove Properties, LLC. At issue is an 
L-shaped lot with three existing buildings. The applicant 
was represented by Dave Davignon of Doug Schneider & 
Associates. Currently, the applicant has a three-bedroom 
cottage, a workshop and an office space on the property 
whose septic runs into a leaching field. 

The applicant proposed to upgrade the system 
to a 2,non-ga]]on septic system with a 1,500-giillon pump 
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chamber. With the addition of a new septic tank, the old 
tank and leaching field would be pumped dry and filled 
in. One Commissioner noted that the site is in a velocity 
zone, and the Commission agreed to close the hearing and 
take the issue under advisement. 

Next up was a pubUc hearing for a Request for 
Determination of Applicability submitted by Greenwood 
Hartley to construct a 16-foot by 18-foot addition with a 
6-foot by 18-foot deck to the dwelling at 19 Quelle Lane. 

Bruce Rocha of Fisher and Rocha represented 
the applicant, along with Woody Hartley. The work, 
according to Rocha, is a relocation of a bedroom. A new 
foundation would be built. Commissioners who did a 
prior site visit noted that some clearing had been done on 
the property, which is not permitted in a buffer zone and 
near a wetland line. The Commission agreed that they 
need to see an engineering stamp on the plans and that no 
additional clearing can be done on the property. 

The Commission's next appointment was for a 
Request for Determination of Applicability submitted by 
Amy Anthony to construct a 488 square foot one-bedroom 
addition to the northerly end of the dwelling at 91 Piney 
Point Road. The applicant was represented by Dave 
Davignon of Doug Schneider & Associates. Ciurently, the 
home has a septic system designed for a five-bedroom 
home, but the building currently has four bedrooms. The 
applicant proposed a one-story wing bedroom with a 
crawl space imdemeath. Because of the tight nature of the 
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lot, access for construction would go behind the garage 
on the property. The plan also merges two patios on the 
property into one unit. 

A hearing with Diane Bondi-Pickles, of 29 Cove 
Street, was postponed until March 27 at 7:00 pm to 
discuss a Request for Determination of Applicability. The 
applicant hopes to add and grade approximately 155 
cubic yards of fill to a low area on the site. 

Officials Approve 2014 Budget 

Matta})oisett School Committee

The Mattapoisett School Committee passed its 
$6.09 million budget for 2014 with little discussion after 
presentations from Old Rochester Regional School District 
Superintendent Doug White, Center School Principal 
Rose Bowman and Old Hammondtown Principal Matt 
D'Andrea on Monday night. 

The $6,092,177 budget projection exceeds 
Mattapoisett' s 2013 spending on education by $339,452, 
or 5.9 percent, which White attributed to contractual 
obligations, staffing shifts and a spike in special education 
service needs. He also said the increased cost to the 
district could be nullified by state funding depending 
on the fate of Governor Deval Patrick's budget in the 
Legislature and additional Chapter 70 aid. 

"Those funds would allow us to continue 
providing education at the level we are at currently, with 
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the impact to the budget being minimal," White said. 

According to figures provided by White, the 
allotment for professional staff salaries will increase 
by 171,488, or 5.42 percent, while expenditures on 
transportation for special education students will bump 
up the budget by another $80,980. 

"When you think about the budget, you have to 
keep in mind that we're not only providing for services 
for students at Center School and Old Hammondtown, 
but we're also providing for any student in Mattapoisctt 
who is outside the district but who might need support," 
White said. "Everything they need to be successful, thaf s 
in the budget, and we have to keep that in mind when 
considering these figures." 
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white added that 2014 will be the last year of 
the districf s extended bussing contract, and Chairman 

James Higgins pointed out that the district will have to 
bid out services starting in 2015, as the maximtun three- 
year agreement plus two-year extension will have been 
reached. Mattapoisett's current deal maintains a Fiscal Year 
2011 rate, offsetting higher costs elsewhere and meaning 
"tremendous savings" for local schools. 

"It has allowed us to keep oiu- resoiuxKS inside the 
classroom," White said. 

Marion is scheduled to vote on its $5.58 million 
budget on April 3, while Rochester's public hearing on its 
$5.56 million budget takes place on April 4. Meanwhile, 
White informed the Mattapoisett School Committee that 
Strategic Plan discussions involving all stakeholders in the 
Old Rochester Regional School District will be postponed 
from this spring to the autumn in the hopes of attracting 
more community participation. 

Monday's agenda also included recognition of 
outgoing Center School Adjustment Counselor Susan 
Bellevue, who served on the districf s Anti-BuUying 
Committee. Higgins praised Bellevue's "dedicated years 
of service to the children of Mattapoisett." Kathleen 
McManamon succeeded Bellevue in late February. 

During his Chairman's report, Higgins highlighted 
the Spaghetti Dinner fundraiser taking place on Friday, 
Marcii 22 at 4:30 pm at the Knights of Columbus Hall. 
The fundraiser benefits the Mooney family, who lost Ibeir 
home to a fire during the February blizzard. For ticket 
information, contact Suzanne DeCosta-Barrows at 508-758- 
4035 or Teresa Choquette at 508-758-8318. 

Committee Chairman Steps Down

School Committee Chairman Peter Bangs officially 
stepped down from his position Wednesday evening, and 
the newly appointed Chairman and former Vice-Chairman 
Joseph Scott stepped in mid-meeting to get a head start for 
next year, which will be his first full year in the position. 

"I have some family-imposed term limits," said 
Bangs. "I am resigning as Chair." 
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This was his fifth year in the position in the 
district, and he said that five years was the term limit that 
he and his family had previously agreed on. 

Scott took the opportunity to thank Bangs for 
his past work with the Committee, who also appointed 
Treasurer James O'Brien as interim Vice-Chairman for the 
remaining two meetings this school year. An official re- 
organization of the Committee will take place in June. 

The Committee also approved two fundraisers 
for the upcoming months. One event to be approved 
by the Committee was an NCAA tournament bracket 
challenge to benefit Brandon Correia, an alumnus of ORR 
and former goalie for the hockey team who is in need of 
a liver transplant. Mike Jenkins, who is a health teacher 
and a hockey coach at the high school, has organized the 
fundraiser, which will donate all of the proceeds to the 
"Make a Save for Brandon" fund. 

According to ORR High School Principal 
Michael DevoU, the fundraiser will consist of collecting 
$5 donations for students to participate in a bracket 
challenge for the NCAA Men's Basketball Tournament, 
which takes place every March. The winner would receive 
bragging rights, and the Committee recommended that 
the donation be made in the winner's name. 

"I think it's a great cause and it's a great 
fundraiser," said Scott. 

The other event to be approved was for a "Date

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with the expenses incurred from prom and other events as 
their year winds down. 

The auction, which will occur at night, will place 
willing members of the student body up for bid, with 
the highest bidders winning a "date" with the person 
of their choice.

"If you have something that 
you think the Superintendent should be hearing, please 
bring those thoughts with you." 

He also said that this is not an evaluation, but 
rather a progress report on the Superintendent's goals set 
prior to the school year.

My Amityville Horror. A documentary directed by Eric 
Walter. Available on iTunes, Amazon Instant Video and 
in limited theatrical release. Running time: 89 minutes. 
No MPAA rating. 

All most of us can know for sure about what 
happened at 112 Ocean Avenue in Amityville is that the 
Lutz family moved there in December 1975 and left 28 
days later. Everything else, over the course of 37 years' 
worth of books, movies, and TV re-enactments, has been 
essentially a matter of what you find believable, or what 
you prefer to believe. Eric Walter's low-budget documen- 
tary My AiiiityviUe Horror sits down with a member of the 
family, Danny Lutz, who was ten when he moved into the 
house along with his mother, his stepfather, and his two 
siblings (both of whom declined to participate in the film). 
Danny, now a 47-year-old UPS driver, looks older than his 
age, as though his ordeal in the Amityville house stole his 
youth and continues to steal his life. 

Is he telling tlie truth, though? Danny Lutz 
seems like a very angry man, and we are left with several 
explanations for that. He hated his stepfather George, a 
former Marine who "had no parent skills whatsoever." 
Danny suggests that George's interest in the occult made 
the family a target for whatever was haunting the house. 
He claims that George had telekinetic powers. Is it pos- 
sible that Danny and the other children were brainwashed 
by George into believing in paranormal activity? Or 
intimidated by George into going along with the story? 
I wouldn't want to speculate, but in the film, Danny cer- 
tainly seems to believe what he's saying. The thought of 
not being believed triggers his temper worse than any- 
thing else — as when Eric Walter asks if he would take a 
polygraph test. 

My Ai)ittyvillc Horror becomes not so much an 
"untold story" of the Amityville case as a psychological 
study of a troubled man. Whatever you believe Danny 
went through, it's clear he went through something, some- 
thing that still eats away at him. We see him talking to a 
therapist, to a reporter who'd covered the original story, 
to a psychic investigator who had visited the house. They 



all seem to take him at his word. Danny seems to feel 
an intense need to tell his story, though he also says he 
doesn't want to — doesn't want to have to. He just wishes 
he had a normal childhood, a normal life. If that's so, he 
hasn't really helped his blood pressure by appearing here; 
those, like me, who couldn't have picked the grown Dan- 
ny Lutz out of a line-up before will now recognize him 
as "the Amityville guy." (I'm also not sure why he didn't 
trade his adoptive name Lutz — his loathed stepfather's 
name — for his given name Quaratino, though maybe he 
wanted to maintain a connection to his mother) 

At certain points I stopped thinking about the 
Danny I was watching and reflected on another spirit- 
haunted Danny of the 1970s with a bad-tempered father 
figure — Danny Torrance, the child hero of Stephen 
King's The Shining. Over the years 1 wondered what kind 
of man Danny Torrance would grow up to be, and later 
this year King himself will provide an answer with his 
sequel. Doctor Sleep. But watching My Amityville Horror, I 
could imagine that Danny Torrance might turn out some- 
thing like Darmy Lutz, carrying around ghastly memories 
and bottomless anger issues either learned or genetic or 
both. Life is messier than fiction, though, and I predict 
King's Darmy will be more tragically heroic tlian tlie other 
Danny we meet here. 

The movie occasionally feels dawdling, despite its 
abbreviated length. Not much time is spent on Danny's 
actual recollections of the horror; we more often hear him 
talk about how it affected him in the years since. He left 
home as a teenager, lived homeless in the desert for a 
while; married, had two kids, divorced. He lugs packages 
for UPS and in his spare time apparently sits in his garage 
a lot and plays electric guitar. Eric Walter digs where 
he can, but he, like almost everyone else, seems intimi- 
dated by Danny, who is a big guy who always seems a 
heartbeat away from punching someone. A documentar- 
ian like Nick Broomfield, who's usually fearless about 
bluntly asking for the truth (he would' ve gotten Danny 
on a polygraph), might have provided a more in-depth 
Rashomon-like account — though he probably wouldn't 
have gained access to Danny, whereas Walter, who started 
an Amityville website at age 17, most likely struck Danny 
as a more sympathetic ear. That's ultimately what we take 
from My Amityville Horror — nothing shockingly new 
about the case, just sympathy for a man who, even if he 
didn't literally flee from demons with his family 37 years 
ago, certainly appears to be living with some now.
